Examiner's amendments

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a bulk container conditioning system wherein 
bulk container having hollow interior; a conditioning quantity of ultra high purity liquefied gas in 
the interior of the container for producing conditioning quantity of liquefied gas above the level 
of the liquefied gas; system being arranged to produce vapor on the liquefied gas with 
temperature difference and to condense vapor on the walls of the container without condenser 
and a valve to vent vapor from gas space. 

The closest cited art, Pipkins (3,699,982) discloses tank, a liquid thinner in the tank, 
heating means for vaporizing the thinner to produce vapor above the space over the thinner 
liquid, and maintaining walls of the tank surrounding the head space thereof so that the liquid 
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thinner rinses the side walls above the level of paint. The reference fails to disclose quantity of 
liquefied gas and a valve to vent the vapor above in the head space. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would not expect to vent the vapors of thinner to vent in the atmosphere since thinner is a 
flammable material (see col. 2, lines 63-64).

(5,456,759) disclose process for removing sub-micron particulates with carbon dioxide gas and 
ultrasonic energy; Nishikawa et al (4,944,837) disclose treatment of an article in supercritical 
atmosphere of carbon dioxide; and Gerald (1,891,592) discloses process for removing deposits 
from the interior of hydrocarbon storage tanks by injecting vaporous carbon tetrachloride and 
then steam.
